Gullit “look-alike” 
came for love 


IT’s not unfair to 
say that Francis 
Awaritefe is one of 
the most unusual 
looking players 
running around in 
the NSL in 1989. 

He’s lanky and awk- 
ward-looking, black 
with dreadlocked hair 
and he sports an enor- 
mous toothy grin. 

If nothing else, 
Awaritefe stands out 
in the crowd. 

He admits as much. 

“I do look awkard

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Elwood. 

It was for a match, a 
love match with an 
Aussie girl whom 
Francis fell for when 
she lived in the UK for 
three years. 

When girlfriend 
Magnolia decided it 
was time to move back 
home, Awaritefe 
wasn’t far behind and 
now he’s here he wants 
to stay. 

And whilst he en- 
joys the lifestyle, his 
coach, Ivan Raznjevic, 
would like nothing 
more than to keep the 
big man in his attack.

What a great game 
had Neville Southall in 
goal for Everton and 
what a story he told as 
he sat alone, slumped 
against one of his goal 
posts, through all of the 
Liverpool victory 
celebrations.

Southall did not want to 
climb up those stairs 
and collect his loser’s 
medal. 

That he would like to 
just fade away from that 
scene and find himself 
back in his Liverpool 
home amid the familiar- 
ity of his wife and fami- 
ly, with a cup of tea and 
the tele, away from the 
maddening crowd and 
the painful feelings los- 
ing can bring. 

I felt for the losing 
coach Colin Harvey 
who has not been able 
to continue the success 
his predeccessor, Ho- 
ward Kendall had with 
Everton. 

That loss might mean 
Harvey's job, whereas a 
win might have given 
him more. years at the 
top. 

Lack of penetration 
in attack and a suspect 
back four, which even 
the superb Southall 
could not shore up, are 
probably the reasons for 
Everton’s poor season.
